A CALL FOR DOLLARS. 


Sterling R. Holt, the gold Democrat 
who has resigned as Chairman of the 
Indiana Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee, has rendered a distinct service 
to the party in retiring. 

It accords with the wishes of the Indi- 
ana Democrats, that Mr. Holt, who is 
not im sympathy with the party princi- 
ples, should give way to some man who 
is. In a campaign like the present one 
it is vitally necessary that men standing 
squarely on the Chicago platform should 
have charge of every detail of the party 
organization. It is not discreditable to 
Mr. Holt that he has realized this and 
withdrawn from a position in which he 
was not wanted and where he did not 
care to stay. 

In withdrawing he makes an admis- 
sion which should arouse Democrats 
everywhere to the duty of the hour. He 
says: 

There was another source of criticism that 
was pretty honest, though unjust, This was 
ti om county chairmen and others, who have 
been writing in and demanding aid for their 
counties. In previous presidential years 
they have not had to demand it; it has 
been pushed upon them; but this year I 
have written and written again to the Na- 
tional Committee and have gone to Chi- 
cago twice to get this sort of help for the 
State, and have not got ft. These men out 
in the counties, not understanding the sit- 
dation, have been inclined to think that I

“HONEST MONEY” TAX DODGERS. 

Lyman J. Gage, the Chicago banker, 
Civie Federationist and tax dodger, re- 
cently assailed the personal and official 
character of State Auditor Gore of Iili- 
nois. 

Mr. Gore has replied with some figures 
showing how far the Chicago banks, of 
which the Gage bank is the wealthiest, 
fall short of their real value in the As- 
sessors’ books. He cites the fact that 
for 1894 the money and credits of these 
banks were $86,188,813.48, while they were 
assessed for but $53,925. For 
total of money and credits of the Chicago 
banks was $94,735,671.45, and the assessed 
returns but $27,025. In other words, the 
money and credits of the Chicago banks 
increased, in one year, more than 38,000, 
000 and the assessments for the same 
year decreased almost one-half. 

The Illinois State Board of Equaliza- 
tion, now in session, has taken official 
notice of these discrepancies, and pro- 
duced figures showing that the total 
assessment of Chicago banks is not one- 
half of 1 per cent of the assessable value 
as shown by the official reports of the 
banks themselves. 

There are fifty-seven counties in IIII- 
nois which are assessed higher on moneys 
of banks than Cook County. and forty- 
three which are assessed higher on bank 
credits. 

The Chicago bankers who voice the 
demand for “honest money” and the 
“maintenance of public faith” are those 
who commit perjury in ogder to evade the 
performance of their just obligations as 
citizens. 
These facts are not new. They have 
been known and admitted for years, but 
they have a particular interest and value 
at this time.

REV. W. B. PALMORE TELLS OF 
ARMENIAN ATROCITIES. 


CLARA BARTON'S’ BRAVERY. 


From His Hotel Window Dr. Palmore 
Could See Hapless Armenians 
Strung Up by the Neck. 


Rev. W. B. Palmore, editor of the Chris- 
tian Advocate, has returned from a trip 
through the Russian and Turkish Empires, 
where he spent three months studying the 
Armenian question. 

Before beginning his tour, Dr. Palmore 
forwarded the funds collected for the Ar- 


menians by the St. Lwuis branch of the 
Armenian Relief Association. He kept his 
connection with the association a secret 
while in Turkey, otherwise he might now be 
at the bottom of the Bosphorus. 

In conversation with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday morning Dr. Palmore said 
that the accounts of, the Armenian persecu- 
tion received here have not only been true 
to the letter, but that scores of other like oc- 
currences have occurred, the knowledge of 
which has never reached the outside world. 

„1 have traveled all over the world,” he 
said, and have never experienced so many 
difficulties as on this trip. My passport 
was demanded everywhere. All through the 
Turkish Empire I would have to place my 
passport in the hands of the police before 
getting hotel accommodations. When I 
crossed the Turkish line I was asleep in my 
compartment car alone. It was about mid- 
night When the train pulled into the little 
Turkish railroad’ town. Before going to 
sleep I had pulled down the curtain and 
shaded the light. 

“T was suddenly awakened by the rattle 

of sabers without. Half a dozen soldiers 
and policemen were tugging at me and 
others were going through my effects. They 
opened my valise and took possession of 
all my books except one. That one would 
have sealed my doom if they had dis- 
covered it. It had been presented to me in 
New York. The title, printed in blood red 
letters, was ‘Armenian Horrors,“ by an 
eye-witness: While they were rummaging 
about I managed to slip this book under 
my coat. As the train pulled out I backed 
up to the window and let the book fall to 
the grouse. 
They afterwards returned all my books 
except those bearing on Turkey. Even the 
Consul at Constantinople could not get 
them for me. 

When I stepped off the train the police 
were summoned, and they led me with 
questions as to who and what I was. It 
happened that I own and operate a farm 
down here in Missouri, so I told them I was 
a farmer. After that I was a farmer wher- 
ever I went. 

J had not been long in Turkey when I 
found that I would have very meager facil- 
ities for learning anything about the con- 
dition of the suffering Armenians. 
| “Spies were on my track everywhere, and 
at all hours, I was shadowed when I 
walked in the parks, and even in my hotel 
I could never be sure that I was not ob- 
served and listened to by some spy at the 
transom or window. 

_ “In Constantinople one night, I had a long 
conversation with an influential and weal- 
thy English merchant. When our talk 
was over the Englishman told me that, 
though he was a res ted business man 
of Constantinople and I a foreigner with 
good credentials from my home Goverp- 
ment, we would both be at the bottom of 
the Bosphorus before morning if our conver- 


Fi sation had been overheard. 


“Judging from what I saw in Constanti- 
nople, I do not doubt that he spoke the 
truth. The sight of two or three Armen- 
ians hanging from the bridge over the Gol- 
den Horn is to be seen almost any morn- 
ing from the windows of the hotels over- 
looking the Bosporus. The men executed 
may be only suspected, or may have been 

lity of some slight indiscretion. There 
s a semblance of a trial immediately after 
their arrest. The next morning they may 
be dangling over the placid waters of the 
Golden Horn, or they may be lying on the 
sandy bottom with stones about their necks. 
In any event, no y asks any questions. 
It would scarcely be healthy to do 80. 

“It required the utmost circumspection 
for me to pass unharmed through Turkey. 
I was fortunate enough to meet Miss Clara 
Barton, and from her I acquired much in- 
formation that I dared not seek elsewhere. 

“When Miss Barton started for Turkey 
every effort was made to keep her out of 
the count After she got in though, and 
the officials saw that she could not be 
thwarted, she was treated fairly well. She 
established her headquarters within 4 
stone’s throw of the Prime Minister's pal- 
ace in Constantinople and inaugurated one 
of the noblest works of charity of modern 
times. She sent out medical expeditions 
and food expeditions from Constantinople 
and Beyrout and furnished the suffering Ar- 
menians with seed corn and agricultural 
products. I saw some of these expeditions 
and their manitude first impressed upon me 
the horror of the Armenian’s condition. 

Just after the massacre at Van I spent 
some time at Batoum, on the border of 
Armenia. I saw mahy refugees. They were, 
as a rule, afraid to talk.

MAY BREAK INTO 
STATE'S PRISON 


LAW MAKING IT A FELONY TO 
RUN CERTAIN DIVES. 


KEEPERS TO BE PROSECUTED. 


Capt. O’Malley Will Probably Force 


the Assignation House Proprie- 
tors Into the Criminal Court. 


The case of Mary Smith,charged with keep- 
ing an assignation house under the name 
of “King’s European Hotel,“ at 1530 Pine 
street, was called for trial before a jury in 
the First District Police Court at 1 o’clock 
Friday. ä 

Mattie Smith, keeper of the Hotel Valde- 
mar, at 1708 Pine street, was to have been 
tried, but she took a change of venue to 
the Second District Police Court, and her 
case was set for trial there September 16. 

For several days Capt. O’Malley’s men 
have been consulting with Assistant Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Johnson, and in conse- 
quence some interesting matter has been 
dug out ot the Missouri statutes. 

Laws were found which may send the 
keepers of immoral “rooming’’ houses to 


the penitentiary. 

After finding these statutes it was almost 
decided to take the cases direct to the 
Criminal Court, after passing the Grand- 

, and not dally with police court 
methods. 

There is one statute which reads that any 
one who 8 display a sign over an es- 
tablishment to mislead pedestrians, strang- 
ers or others is guilty of a felony and 92 
conviction shall sentenced to not 
than two years in the penitentiary. 

This law was not made expressly for 
Capt. O’Malley’s raids, but it answers the 
purpose very well. With one or two excep- 
tions, every place so far raided been 
a hotel; at least, there was a 6 dis- 
played in front of the house, saying that it 
was a hotel. 

The law was made for strangers. A man 
and his wife and their children might arrive 
in the city, and, seeing the hotel sign, reg- 
ister there, without knowing the character 
of the place. They had been misled by the 
sign into the be that the place was a 


hotel. 

Now Capt. O’Malley intends to prosecute 
these keepers, not under the Police Court 
charge of keeping an assignation house, but 
under the criminal charge of displaying a 
sign which is misleading to the public. 

There is no Grand-jury in session and 
there will be none until the October term. 

Then these cases will be ‘taken direct be- 
fore the Grand-jury, an indictment secured 
an me speedy trial urged in the Criminal 

ourts.
